The Case for Steeplechasing 





1955 was a big year for racing. Two and a half billion dollars 
went through the pari-mutuel machines. The total amount collected 
for admissions exceeded any other sport. All this prosperity was re- 
flected in improved facilities on both sides of the track; in larger 
purses for owners and larger receipts for state treasuries and track 
managements; and in higher prices for stud services, breeding stock, 
yearlings and horses in training. 

Nevertheless, audience-wise racing is still in the minor leagues, A 
great many more people attended basket ball games than went to 
race tracks. Baseball, boxing and several other sports received much 
more television time and newspaper space. 

In the long run racing, like every other enterprise, depends on 
new customers. Competition for new customers in the entertainment 
field is just as fierce as in all other business fields. If racing does not 
use all the available media to attract and hold new customers, we can 
be sure that competing entertainment will take them away, 

Racing is fortunate in that it is particularly adapted to television. 
Horses tend to run pretty close together so that the camera lens can 
contain all those who are really in contention, But, barring a few 
brilliant exceptions, the televising of races has so far fallen short of 
what it could and should be. Granting that the start and finish are 
usually covered adequately enough, the middle sections of a race, 
the time when the favorite makes his move around the far turn, is all 
too often replaced by shots of some dizzy blonde jumping up and 
down along the rail. 

Another difficulty lies in the technical aspects of flat racing. The 
fact that the action takes place in a relatively small space is not only 
an advantage, but a handicap as well. The finer points of boxing can 
be followed readily enough, since only two contenders are involved. 
But the manoeuvers of six or eight closely bunched horses and their 
riders are much more difficult for Mr. or Mrs. Average Citizen to 
follow. Actually they are so difficult, even for highly trained ob- 
servers, that most tracks take a film patrol which is looked over after 
the race by stewards and jockeys. 

In our opinion racing officials are making a mistake by neglecting 
the televising of steeplechasing. What Revlon gets from the $64,000 
Question program is new customers for cosmetics. What racing should

get from the televising of races is 
new customers for admission and 
pari-mutuel tickets. To those who 
now know little or nothing about 
racing, steeplechasing has much 
more appeal than flat racing. It 
has more color, more action, more 
thrills. It is easier to follow be- 
cause horses are spread out more. 
It is easier to film because cam- 
eras can be placed where we 
know in advance that the action 
will take place—at the jumps. 
The favorites win more consist- 
ently over jumps than on the flat. 
Steeplechasing on television 
screens could do a tremendous 
amount for racing in general and 
for both divisions of the sport in 
particular.

I have been sent an account of a race 
for the Virginia gold cup in The Chroni- 


cle, which race has recently been won 
by a mare owned and bred by my cousin 


Capt. J. L. B. Bentley. On the back of 

the account is an article written by you 
entitled “The Club House Turn” and un- 
der the heading of “Full Brothers” the 
following paragraph caught my eye... 
“In England there have been four sets 
of brothers which have won the Derby 
. . . | would like to point out that this 
paragraph together with the names of 
the horses mentioned, is incorrect. 


There have been in fact only three 
sets of full brothers who have won our 
English Derby and their names are as 
follows:— 








Rhandamanthus (1787) 
Daedalus (1791) 
Whalebone (1807) 
Whisker (1812) 
Persimmon (1893) 
Diamond Jubilee (1897) 


Stockwell (1849) did not win Derby but 
won 2,000 gns. and St. Leger. His full 
brother Rataplan (1850) won 8012 pounds 
in Stakes and was much inferior. 

Pharos (1920) was 2nd in Derby to 
Papyrus while Fairway (1925) was un- 
placed but won St. Leger. 


In more recent years Dante won War- 
time Derby (I saw him win) and his full 
brother Sayajirao was 3rd in (1947) Der- 
by and won St. Leger. 

I felt I must correct these points and 
remain yours

Swaps Wins Hollywood Park Argonaut Mile 
In World Record Time 


Delaware Park 

Just as the horse fans look over the 
past performances in the effort to get a 
few winners, so the horse-park bosses 
study the form and hope they don’t have 
any losers. 

A loser, in the view of racetrack man- 
agement, is a day upon which the handle 
falls short of the biggest day in the 
track’s history. 

But even a real bad day (one that falls 
short of the track’s second-best after- 
noon) isn’t the worst spectre that haunts 
the dreams of people whe operate cours- 

The thing that brings ’em out of their 
beds screaming for mama is that aws- 
some monster, the minus pool. 

Heads of multi- million-dollar plants 
have turned as chicken as a four-bit 
bookie when faced with the possibility 
of a betting pool from which more must 
be paid out than is paid in, and right a- 
way they change the rules of the game. 

Admittedly, the minus pool is in no 
wise beneficial, and is no fiction. It 
shows up more often than Halley’s Com- 
et, but not often enough to jeopardize 
the structure of racing, and I can’t think 
of any track that has been permanently 
and seriously damaged by one. 

The happy thing about minus pools is 
that they usually come on days when 
punters are betting in all directions; and 
even though there is a deficit in one race 
in one pool, the bubbling rush of curren- 
cy into the other 23 (plus daily double) 
balances the books. 

Despite the favorable aspect, there is 
a tightening up all along the line when 
shortage seems imminent and almost 
any steps are deemed justifiable to pre- 
vent it. 

It seems then, that a standing ovation, 
plus some kind of award should be forth- 
coming when Turf moguls, in full knowl- 
edge of what the result is likely to be, 
shout, “Dam’ the torpedoes (minus 
pools); full speed ahead!”’ 

That takes courage. 

On Saturday, June 9, Fabius was sched- 
uled to whip a moderate bunch of three- 
year-olds at Delaware Park (where the 
take is 10 per cent, for the player the 
best in the land). 

As the racing officials were sure that 
there was nothing in the race capable of 
causing the Calumet colt to work up a 
sweat, they figured the bettors would ar- 
rive at the same conclusion and wager 
accordingly. 

_Now, when a copper-riveted, lead-pipe 
cinch comes up, always there is someone 
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around with money to bet. The more c-r 
and l-p, the more money, and this one 
at Delaware was a pip. 

The situation was important to call for 
a conference between President Donald 
P. Ross and Vice-President and General 
Manager Bryan Field. Some underling 
had suggested that they’d better suspend 
the show pool. Even though Delaware is 
a non-profit track it must be careful not 
to lose money in too large amounts. 

From that conference came the an- 
nouncement that made Turf history: 
“There will be betting in all three posi- 
tions. Windows open immediately after 
the sixth race is declared official.” 

The actual text of the message was, 
“Sportsmanship is more important than 
arithmetic!”” And those words will go 
down with other never-to-be-forgotten 
expressions like “fifty-forty or fight,” 
and “Remember the Alamo,” etc. 

Wherever racing fans gather to drink 
and try to get track odds they will toast 
Mr. Ross and Mr. Field and quote those 
immortal words, “Sportsmanship is more 
important than arithmetic.” 

On the Leonard Richard Stakes, Dela- 
ware did take a slight jolt in the minus- 
pool department. The show pool was 
$4,799 short, but the handle for the day 
was over $2,000,000, the third in Dela- 
ware’s history. The 6% per cent that 
goes to the association amounted to over 
$130,000 so I suppose the $4,799 won’t 
close down the business. 

One thing it did though, was convince 
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the customers that racing in Delaware is 
a big-time operation, and that the man- 
agement does not cringe and beg to 
change the rules when the going gets a 
trifle rough. That kind of publicity is 
worth five grand a day of anybody’s 
money. 

The minus pool wasn’t the biggest 
news at Delaware Park on June 9, and 
the slight shock the association suffered 
was nothing compared to the jolt receiv- 
ed by players who thought Fabius was 
due for a walkover in the Leonard Rich- 
ard Stakes. 

A surprising Ricci Tavi upset the works 
in the mile-and-an-eighth event. 

Fabius, under 126, raced to the front 
before the field had gone a quarter of a 
mile and held a lead of three lengths go- 
ing down the backstretch. All of a sud- 
den his lead was only a head, and then 
it was gone and Ricci Tavi was three in 
front. At the end Ricci Tavi was six to 
the good, with Fabius all out to beat 
Frosty Mr. by a nose and Countermand 
by a head. 

Fabius was giving weight to all. The 
winner carried 114. 

Ricci Tavi is the property of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Lunger of Wilmington, who 
own the Christiana Stables. 

For his victory, the son of *Rico Monte

Cardy’s Levee. 

Whereas Fabius was giving weight con- 
cessions to all rivals, Princess Turia’s 
were meeting her at even imposts. Each 
carried 121. 

Arcaro kept Princess Turia on the 
front end all the way — nearly all the 
way, that is. 

He disposed of Roman Princess and 
Killarney Bey, and then the real threat 
moved up. After three-quarters of a mile 
(and with three-eighths to go) the big 
duel began. 

Levee was a length behind and then 
she was only a head away. Going past the

Victory in the Argonaut put Swaps’ 
earnings at $511,500, which makes him 
second highest among California-breds.

Of course, Swaps is owned by Rex Ells- 
worth and is trained by Meshach Tenny.

Neji Wins The Meadow Brook Steeplechase, 
Marso Takes The Forget Hurdle Handicap

Coming down to the wire with 165 
lbs., more weight than any previous win- 
ner of the Meadow Brook Steeplechase, 
and in near record time, Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps’ Neji, renewed his claim as the 
“champion chaser”. Three and a half 
lengths behind him, Newtondale Stable’s 
Carthage ran a surprisingly good race to 
garner second money, some six lengths 
in front of King Commander, who ap- 
peared to be running a winning race 
until four fences from home. From that 
point on, the top jumper of 1954, with 
an impost of 164 lIbs., ran through his 
fences, and gave the impression that 
something was wrong. This was con- 
firmed shortly after the finish when 
his rider, Paddy Smithwick, pulled him 
up and dismounted in the infield. The 
cause was not immediately available, 
but King Commander was definitely’ 
lame and was removed from the course 
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59th Running of THE INTERNATIONAL \ t 
Lawrence R. Troiano’‘s KING COMMANDER (#1-A), A. P. Smithwick up, was the 
winner. CURLY JOE. (#1) also owned by Mr. Troiano finished 4th. Montpelier’s 


Cap-A-Pie was 2nd and Mrs. G. 


in the wagon. Prince Regent and His 
Boots completed the field in this $15,000 
stake, one of the smallest of the meeting, 
but not surprising because of both Neji 
and King Commander. 


At the start of this two and a half 
mile test, it was quite clear that none 
of the five riders wanted to go to the 
top. Despite a stranglehold, Delaunay 
on Prince Regent found himself in 
front, but a fence or so later his efforts 
were rewarded, and King Commander 
went into the lead, appearing to run 
well under restraint. The remainder of 
the field followed in Indian file for 
about a turn of the course. Passing the 
stands the first time, King Commander 
stood back from his fences, and cleared 
them with powerful leaps, in fact at 
this stage of the race, had any of his 
rivals chosen to jump with him, it is 
quite possible they would have gone 
down. 

Midway down the far side the last 
time, King Commander led by three or 
four lengths, with Prince Regent still 
in second position, but appearing a 


bit weary from his tug of war with 
Delaunay, and Adams on Neji, in third 
position started to make his move. Al- 
most simultaneously, King Commander 
began his series of poor jumps, but the 
crowd sensed that here might be the

decisive battle between these two great 
jumpers. Going through the 14th fence, 
King Commander’s lead was_ hardly 
more than a length. Behind him Neji 
surged into second position, then caught 
King Commander on the turn, and for 
a few strides, the latter ran on his 
courage, but as the pair turned into the 
homestretch, the battle was over, and 
Neji established a clear lead which was 
not threatened from that point. Again 
brushing through the 16th King Com- 
mander began to shorten stride, and in 
the run in on the flat, Carthage had no 
trouble in besting him for the place. 
Prince Regent, although a well beaten 
horse, had no competition from His Boots 
the other starter, a veteran at this dis- 
tance, but never a factor at any time 
during the race. 

Neji’s time for the two and a half 
miles was 4:3945, just four fifths off

the twenty five year old record set by 
Sidney under 130 Ibs. 


The Meadow Brook was Neji’s initial 
effort over jumps this season. He had 
previously made his 1956 bow in a turf 
race at Belmont, finishing a good second, 
after being bottled in the stretch. He 
carried his weight well, and ran and 
jumped faultlessly in the Meadow Brook, 
his most serious competition at the 
moment is the handicapper. Only time 
will prove whether King Commander 
will get to the races again before fall, 
and Montpelier’s Shipboard is still at 
the farm, and not likely to make his bow 
until Saratoga. 

The remainder of Belmont’s fourth 
week of ’chasing produced limit or near 
limit fields, as well as a record weekly 
handle since the lush days in the mid- 
forties. The week opened with the 
$10,000 added Forget Hurdle Handicap 
at two miles, and the Sidney Watter, Jr., 
trained entry of Marso, Policeman Day 
and Galatian was held at the prohibitive 
odds of 2 to 5. They justified it how- 
ever, with Policeman Day making all 
the pace for most of the journey, al- 
though fencing erratically at several 
hurdles, and then succumbing to Marso 
at the twelfth, where the Fred H. Bon- 
tecou jumper, under Scottie Schulofer 
got command and then coasted up to the 
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wire with three and a half lengths to 
spare. Policeman Day had no difficulty 
for the runner-up position, being nine 
lengths in front of Oneida, which closed 
well in the last quarter and was another 
nine lengths to the good of Camee. 
Marso’s time was 3:44, a little more than 
a second off the track mark, and was run 
over a course that was on the soft side 
from a heavy rain forty eight hours 
previously. 

The following day, ten brush horses 
went postward, but only five passed 
under the wire, after a series of almost 
imperceptible mistakes eliminated five 
jumpers in quick succession on the far 
side the last time around. Corkage was 
the first to fall, then Songai and Break- 
front, and finally Canterbury and Xap- 
court. Meanwhile, Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s 
Secant, the favorite, and pacemaker at 
the time, continued on his way, with- 
stood a game bid from Morpheus around 
the final turn and up to the wire to 
score by half a length. These two were 
a dozen lengths in front of Basilia which 
ran coupled with the winner, while Blue 
Tarquin and Amik, completed the field 
after being bothered by a loose horse on 
the final turn. 

The afternoon’s spills were costly for 
three of the five riders. All were sent 
to the hospital, with Jimmy Murphy and 
Arthur Gordon suffering broken collar 
bones, while, Eddie Deveau fractured 
his jawbone. 

With most jumping favorites getting 
down in front, or at least the second 
choice, Wednesday’s two mile hurdle was 
a real “upset”. The winner was Mont- 
pelier’s Altus, a homebred from the 
Pharis mare, Nerepha. Running with a 
$4,500 price tag, Altus scored nicely un- 
der the handling of Albert Foot. Held 
close to the pace for most of the way, 
Altus was sent into the lead approaching 
the far turn, and then won with some- 
thing in reserve. The runner-up was 
Breakers Ahead, who was in close quart- 
ers on the far side, then when making 
a strong bid, bobbled at the next to the 
last, but came on again to best the 
others. Polly Pep and Cottage Flame 
were third and fourth in that order. 

Amy Robsart, a good performer at the 
spring hunt meetings, wound up eleventh 
in the twelve horse field, and at the un- 
saddling, it was quite evident she had 
bled. Her owner, Wm. H. Frantz, didn’t 
have to worry about cooling her out. 
She was claimed by Pennsylvania Farm. 
_ Michael G. Walsh saddled his second 
jumping winner of the week on Friday.

The twelfth annual running of the Ox- 
moor Steeplechase and other races pass-

than-average crowd and without benefit

The latter 
factor was due to some smart figuring on 
the part of Lowry Watkins, local dean of 
steeplechasing. 

He had discovered that, whereas it 
rained invariably on Oxmoor Day, it had 
not rained the following week-end; so 
they scheduled the Oxmoor a week later 
than usual. Result: it rained the week- 
end previous, but it was only cloudy and 
cold when the first post time came a- 
round. 

Reportedly, also, Mr. Watkins is res- 
ponsible for another innovation to the 
meeting. It was termed the Oldham 
County Hounds Team Race. In it, teams 
of three, of which one was to be a lady, 
and all members of a recognized hunt, 
were to compete. Ladies’ weights started 
at 130 pounds, gentlemen’s at 200. There

Everybody got away from there on 
schedule, and from then on the custo- 
mers had the job of watching two races 
at once. Nobody ran over anybody, how- 
ever, and nobody fell. Mrs. Morganthau 
got to the wire with her Black Bijili a 
half-length ahead of Mrs. Watkins and 
her Fast Time, scoring 15 points for her 
team over Mrs. Watkins’ II. Mr. Adams, 
on his Local Corner, beat the teammate, 
Judge Dalton, with Moranci, they scor- 
ing respectively 30 and 20 points. The 
two Camargo entries came third and 
fourth, giving them total scores of 23, 
and Mr. Tilson and Mr. Wilson finished 
5th and 6th. These, scoring a total of 14 
points, were only able to get third place 
for their team, despite Mrs. Morganthau’s 
win in the ladies’ division. The custo- 
mers, after getting their necks untwisted 
and their eye-accomodation muscles rest- 
ed, pronounced it great fun. 

The meeting opened in the traditional 
manner with a small pony race, in which 
the winner for the quarter-mile was, as 
has been the case before, Cecilia Aubrey 


with her Danny. There were four en- 
tries, of which second was Frisky, under 
owner Sherwood Raymond, third was 


Sally Cronan with her Trigger, and four- 

th, Richard Nugent, with his Bullet. 
Second race on the card was the Glen- 

view, the brush race at about 22 miles, 


for non-winners of two races over brush 
or hurdles, and six entries. At the drop 
of the flag, Mr. Dufton took Guilford 
Dudley’s The American quickly to the 
front over the first jump, followed close- 
ly by Mr. Buder, with Harry M. Rhett’s 
Port Call. However, on reaching the sec- 
ond jump, one of these carried the other 
out, so that they missed the fence, and 
thereafter ran for kicks only. Leadership 
passed to Mr. Rankin, with R. E. L. Wil- 
son 3rd’s Hi Team, which was not there- 
after relinquished, although there was 
some early contention from Mr. Austin 
Brown with his father’s Stonebur, which 
was pulled up after about half the course, 
out of gas and hopelessly distanced. 


Returning to Midwest competition af- 
ter a year’s layoff, and an important en- 
try in this race was Paul Serdar’s Omaha 
Traveler. This one started slowly, but 
worked himself, under Mr. Philip Schnei- 
der, into second place over the fifth 
jump. However, a couple of jumps later, 
he almost left Mr. Schneider behind, and 
the necessary negotiations to regain his 
equilibrium put the pair well back into 
the field. Second place from then on 
passed to Ed Lotze’s Local Run, which 
got a very good ride from Mr. Edward 
S. Bonnie, a new rider. 

The race for fourteen-two and under 
ponies, with 16-and under riders, came 
as the third on the card. Here the easy 
winner was Missy Martin, with her Jubi- 
lee, which finished 20 lengths ahead of 
the field in the half-mile spurt. Also- 
rans in the seven-entry field were Harold 
Helms with his Acorn, and Judy Schuh- 
mann, with her Chris Kelly. 

The Colonel, the turf event at about a 
mile, brought out only one starter; this 
was the Dudley colt, Foxy Fighter, which 
“walked over” the course under Mr. 
Alan Dufton. This was followed by the 
Harmony Landing Timber Race, the sanc- 
tioned event over about three miles 
over timber. 

Here were five entries, two owner-rid- 
den and thus entitled to the local five- 
pound allowance. At the start, Mr. Buder 
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Gordon with his Hoosier’s Son and Mr. 
Harry Prentice with his Four of Hearts. 
Mr. E. S. Bonnie ran a consistent fifth 
with W. E. Reynolds’ Procurement until 
the horse, badly tired, fell at the 10th 
fence. Lucky Ford fell over the 12th 
fence; Hoosier’s Son fell here, too, break- 
ing his fall by landing partly on Mr. Bu- 
der. This left the field to Jamaica Boy 
with Four of Hearts numerous lengths 
behind. 

The last race of the day, the Oxmoor, 
now in its 12th renewal, brought only 
three starters to the post, Mrs. Dent hav- 
ing decided at the last moment to scratch 
Jarrin John, he not having regained full 
condition after beating Ginny Bug and 
setting a new track record in ‘Nashville’s 
Iroquois. 

The early pace was set by C. W. Mus- 
sett’s Rich Lark, under his usual rider, 
Mr. Howard Tilson. However, he was 
overtaken over the fifth fence by North- 
umberland Stud’s Here’s Why, getting 
a capable ride from Mr. Carter Wilkie 
Brown. During all these proceedings, 
Harry S. Nichols’ Ginny Bug was run- 
ning a distant third under Mr. Buder. 
This pair did not begin to move until 
past the halfway point of the race. 

By the 12th fence, Here’s Why was in 
apparent complete command, with Ginny 
Bug closing fast. She looked him in the 
eye over the 15th, but dropped back to 
a half-length over the last, and Here’s 
Why finished a three-length winner, Mr. 
Brown having saved some steam for the 
emergency. 

Trainer Dennis Murphy saddled both 
Jamaica Boy and Here’s Why, winners of 
the sanctioned races in their categories, 
as well as the placing Ginny Bug. 

The next and final Midwest meeting 
will be at Royalton, near Indianapolis, 
June 16. The Midwest season will close 
officially with the running of the Arling- 
ton Park Hurdle Stakes on June 22, at 
which it is indicated about 10 starters 
will go to the post.

Vet Assessed Damages for “Negligence” 

Dr. Robert H. Folsom, Danville, Ky.. 
veterinarian, last week was assessed 
$500 in damages for alleged negligence 
in treating a yearling colt. The case is 
believed to be the first of its kind ever 
tried in Kentucky. 

The suit, seeking $5,000, was filed by 
J. W. Barnett, Mercer County, on behalf 
of his daughter, Mary Louise Barnett, 
owner of the colt in question. 

Testimony in the case, heard in Mer- 
cer County Circuit Court, Harrodsburg, 
showed that on April 28, 1955, Mr. Bar- 
nett called Dr. Folsom to the farm to 
worm the colt. The veterinarian tied 
the colt to a post. In struggling to get 
free, the colt slipped and broke his back; 
and had to be destroyed three days later. 

The plaintiff's witnesses, who included 
another Danville veterinarian, Dr. H. M. 
Dollar, charged negligence on the part of 
Dr. Folsom 

In his behalf, Lexington veterinarians 
and representatives of the Kentucky 
Veterinarian Association testified that 
his procedure had been entirely proper.

After Salvator 
beat Tenny for the third time, this time 





by four lengths in the Champion Stakes, 
an arrangement was cooked up whereby 
Salvator would run at Monmouth Park 
against a more formidable and more con- 
sistent adversary, the clock. The record 
for the mile at that time was 1:39% and 
three dollars would only get you one 
that Salvator would break it, showing 
the esteem in which the colt was held.

This mile record attempt was 
on the straight.

He 
brought the colt up to the start at a grad- 
ually increasing pace so that the throttle 
was wide open as the watches started. 
Out in front by ten lengths was Salvator’s 
stablemate, the two year old filly Ma- 
mounta. After the first quarter in :23%4, 
Salvator caught the filly in the second, 
which he completed in exactly the same 
time as the first, for the half mile in

It has long been recognized that a 
good story can often be combined to 
great advantage with sound instruction. 
The historical novel is perhaps the clas- 
sic example. I suspect that Richard the 
Lion Hearted lives for most of us as a 
character in innumerable novels rather 
than as one of the many kings about 
whom we have studied in our English 
history. The same technique has been 
used to great advantage in the field of 
horses and of hunting. Surtees and his 
incomparable Mr. Jorrocks have dis- 
pensed innumerable wise and highly 
quotable comments on the subject of 
Horse and Hound. ‘Some Experiences of 
an Irish R. M.” to name only the best 
known of their numerous books, most 
certainly owes much of its charm to the 
ability of Dr. Somerville and Martin 
Ross to portray intimately and accurate- 
ly, as well as humorously, the Irish hunt- 
ing which they knew and loved so well. 
In our own time Alex Higginson, in addi- 
tion to his many more serious writings, 
has given us a number of short stories 
which picture accurately some of the 
methods and the proprieties of the hunt- 
ing field today. In the field of children’s 
books the three Pullein-Thompson girls, 
England’s “writing and riding sisters” 
have been particularly successful in por- 
traying modern methods of schooling and 
riding. My own favorite, if I were to 
name only one of their many excellent 
books is “A Pony for Sale” by Diana 
Pullein-Thompson. These are but a few 
examples of the innumerable books 
which in the form of fiction have helped 
to give their readers a little better un- 
derstanding of that ever fascinating sub- 
ject, the Horse and the Hound. It is a 
pleasure to greet as a welcome addition 
to this goodly company Shirley Faulkner- 
Horne’s most recent story “Look before 
you Leap” which she has written in col- 
laboration with P. E. Blackmore. Mr. 
Blackmore, it seems, has been largely 
— for the excellent technical 

etail. 


Like many a good race horse this book, 
taken merely as a story, gets off to a 
rather slow start, and not till we have 
rounded the first turn does the action de- 
velop any great interest. Then the pace 
quickens and the story begins really to 
hold one’s attention. Like our good race 
horse, the heroine is faced with a real 
challenge as she enters the stretch, but 
in a driving finish she finally emerges 
triumphant. It is all quite well done and 
















merely as a story it will provide good 
entertainment for the teen-age readers 
for whom it is primarily intended. 


But most of us will read this book, not 
so much for the story as for the intelli- 
gent commentary on training and school- 
ing in its various phases. It starts and 
finishes with a combined training test. 
But the first test is a one day pony club 
test in which our heroine competes on 
her small pony and the final test is a 
full fladged three day test with horses 
of ‘international calibre. In between we 
share with our heroine the problems of 
a young girl who wants to work with 
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horses, and we receive with her much 
sound advice and instruction, first with 
hunters, then with steeplechasers in 
training and finally in the training of 
horse and rider for Combined Training 
Events. And somehow this is all so neat- 
ly done that it never gets in the way of 
the story, an invaluable asset in a book 
intended primarily for younger readers. 
This book can be heartily recommended 
for any teen-ager seriously interested in 
the schooling of horses and can be read 
to advantage by many of us who are well 
out of our teens.

Culver-NYMA Relay 
Team Jumping Meet

Encouraged by the success of its first 
telegraphic jumping meet against the 
Junior Essex Troop in April, the Black 
Horse Troop of Culver Military Academy 
organized a second such meet on May 9 
against Troop D of New York Military 
Academy at Cornwall-on-Hudson. The 
competition was divided into an A Di- 
vision for advanced riders and a B Divi- 
sion for intermediates, and Culver en- 
tered three teams in each division while 
NYMA entered one A team and two B 
teams. 

The meet was a relay team competi- 
tion. The objective was to see how many 
fences a team could clear in the allotted 
time. Each team was allowed up to 5

minutes on course with each rider hav- 
ing one try. If a rider had a clean round, 
he transferred the baton to his next 
teammate at the start-finish flags; if he 
had a fault on course, he was replaced 
at that fence by the next member of the 
team who could finish the first man’s 
round and then begin his own. If all 
three team members faulted before the 
5 minutes elapsed or three rounds had 
been made, the team’s score was deter- 
mined at that point. 

The course, laid out at both schools in 
a large arena, was 625 yards long. 12 
separate fences or obstacles made up the 
course, including a treble consisting of a 
coop and rail, a simulated ditch con- 
structed of canvas and bags of straw, 
and a detour barrier with flares. The 
widest spread was 9 feet for the A Divi- 
sion and seven in the B. Maximum 
heights were 3’9” and 3’6” respectively. 

New York Military Academy’s A team 
took first place in the A Division with 
14 fences followed by Culver’s A-1 team 
with 10, and it’s A-2 team with 7. In the 
B Division, with fences lowered, Cul- 
ver’s B-1 team took first place with a 
total of 32 fences. In second place with 
22 fences was the Culver B-2 team, and 
in third place with 20 fences was the 
NYMA B-1 team. High man for the day 
was Culver’s Oscar Peralta on Bolivar. 
The third rider on his team, he entered 
the course after his two teammates had 
faulted out with a total of only 7 fences 
between them and went sailing clean 
over 25 more to give his team a total of 
32 before time ran out.

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Mrs. Biays writes of this picture: “I’ve 
painted them finishing a winning round 
over the rolling Potomac Hunter Trials 
course. We always have threatening 
weather for this event — purple clouds, 
brilliant light and cold wind. I should 
show the members of the committee 
praying the storm won’t break until af- 
ter the last class! Instead, I’ve tried to 
portray the ease and dispatch with which 
Mr. Owen and ‘Shadow’ do each round, 
and the fun they get out of doing it. 

“Many people question my doing por- 
traits of horse and rider over fences, 
asking if it isn’t orthodox — to me, it 
makes sense to paint horse and rider in 
their natural setting.
